Declaring that he was not de- 
ceived by “these methods of proced- 
ure,”’ thea Ohto Senator charged the 
tepublicans with not desiring to 
bave the investigation continued. 

“The Senate can’t play favorites 
with either men or party,” Senator 
Pomerene said, adding that Chair- 
man Hays had hardly taken office 
until the newspapers were filled with 
reports that the largest slush fund in 
the history of the United States was 
to be raised. Im Ohio, he said, it was 
reported that $600,000 was to be col- 
lected. 

“Can you Republicans,

CHICAGO, June 6. 

RESERVATION of the Vol- 
P sea prohibitton enforce- 

ment act with whatever 
laws are necessary to give it full 
effect was advocated by Gov. 
‘rank O. Lowden yesterday in 
his first pronouncement on the 
liquor question. 

In an interview with news- 
Paper men Gov. Lowden an- 
nounced that he was “not in 
favor of any evading of the 
prohibition amendment. 

Gov. Lowden stated that he 
had two possible planks for 
the Republican platform in 
mind, but had not definitely 
decided whether they would be 
offered to the convention. 

Reiterating his statement re- 
fusing to accept the votes of 
Delegates Goldstein and Moore 
of St. Louls, who each received 
$2500 from Louis Emmerson,the 
Lowden campaign manager, ac- 
cording to teatimony before the. 
Senate Investigating Committee, 
the Governor declared the Na- 
tional Committee or the Creden- 
tiale Committee should unseat 
the pair. 

Touching on the League of 
Nations, Gov. Lowden took issue 
with the program announced by 
Senator Hiram Johnson and de 
clared he favored the peace 
treaty and League of Nations 
covenant with “substantially the 
Lodge reservations. 

“I don’t think,” said Gov. 
Lowden, “that we can repudiate 
the entire treaty. I favor the 
treaty with some reservations, 
and those drafted bv Senator 
Lodge substantlally meet my 
desires.”’

eral, both of whom would be ap- 
pointed by him with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. The Pres!i- 
dent said he returned the measure 
unapproved “with the greatest re- 
gret,” because he was “in entire 
sympathy” with its object. 

A vote, tgken at midnight, to 
pass the bill over his veto, was 178 
to 103, or nine fewer than the re- 
quired two-thirds majority. Thirty- 
five Democrats joined with the Re- 
publicans in voting to disregard the 
President's objection. 

In his veto message the President 
expressed the hope that the clause 
to which he objected might be 
changed before adjournment today.

penditures made by the friends of 
Mr. Hoover in the late California 
primaries.” 

“Mr. McCabe, one of Senator 
Johnson's managers,” he said, ‘‘tes- 
tified recently before the committee 
that he believed those expenses 
would exceed $300,000. That is a 
grossly excessive estimate. The to- 
tal expenses incurred in California 
includ the San Francisco and 
Los Angeles offices, which were as 
well the headquarters for the whole 
Western division, and all local of- 
fices, was $83,210.72. The amount 
expended for other Pacific coast 
states makes the total in California 
considerably less. 

“Of this sum a very considerable 
portion was expended by require- 
ments of the California law which 
required a State-wide organization 
which could select delegates pledged 
to Mr. Hoover, who was not and 
would not be an active candidate. 
This law provides that the Secretary 
of State must place upon a ballot 
delegates selected by such an or- 
ganization, even though such dele- 
gates had not been affirmatively 
chosen or approved by the candi- 
date. 

“The remaining expenses were in- 
curred in the mailing of circulars 
and letters. 

“A great majority of the newspa- 
pers in California were active in be- 
half of the candidacy of Senator 
Johnson, many editors having been 
appointed to office by Johnson, and 
a further number being on his dele- 
gation, and would not publish the 
facts for the Hoover people, and we 
were compelled to meet the great 
Johnson publicity and huge  bill- 
board campaign which extended all 
over the State. 

“The campaign in behalf of Mr. 
Hoover was not financed by any sin- 
gie individual.

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MOSES’ DENUNCIATION OF 


“STEAM ROLLER” TACTICS 


Senator in Charge of Wood Campaign 


South Attacks Committee's Con- 
test Decisions. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June, 5.—Senator Moses 
of New Hampshire, who conducted 
Major-General Wood's campaign in 
the Southern states, in a statement 
last night concerning disposition of 
contests by the Republican National 
Committee, in which he 
“steam-roller” tactics, said: 

Evidently a mistake has been 
made. The steam roller which 
was used so effectively in the con- 
vention of 1912 and with such dis- 
astrous results to the party in the 
election following, has not been 
scrapped after all. It hag merely 
been in the machine shop for re- 
pairs and for some new attach- 
ments. 

The most important of the latter 
appears to be a patent reversing 
apparatus, which enables the Na- 
tional Committee at will to dis- 
regard its prior formal action in 
recognition of certain national 
committeemen and state chair- 
men against whose organizations 
there have been trumped up a 
series of fraudulent contests. 

Chain of Procedure. 

The chain of procedyre, which 
the National Committed formed at 
its St. Louis meeting in 1917, and 
at the Washington meeting in 
1919, contained three links. The 
first connected the National 
chairman with the recognized na- 
tional committeemen tn the states, 
to whom were sent the official 
calls for the convention which as- 
sembles next week. The national 
committeemen transmitted § this 
call to the recognized state chair- 
men, thus constituting the second 
link in the chain. The third link 
connected the state stairman with 
his organization in the counties. 

Through the operation of this 
mechanism delegates friedly to 
Gen. Wood have been elected 
with entire regularity in every 
Southern State save two. The 
function of the National Commit- 
tee at this juncture is not to de- 
termine qualifications of members 
of the national convention: it is 
merely to establish that regularity 
which entitles a delegate to be 
placed upon the temporary roll, 
leaving the ultimate question of 
his right to a seat to be deter- 
mined by the convention through 
its Committee on Credentials. 

Yet the National Committee 
with Chairman Hays conveniently 
absent from the chair, is assuming 
to decide the matter in advance—- 
but to decide it upon the narrow 
lines of the committee’s personal 
preference. 

“Committee Favors Lowden.” 

Gen. Wood's friends have al- 
ways understood that the National 
Committee as at present consti- 
tuted favored the nomination of 
Gov. Lowden. We have never 
questioned their right to hold such 
a preference, but we do question 
seriously and vigorously their 
right to color their decisions, 
which should be merely § minis- 
terial jf not judicial, by such pref- 
erence; and the conditions under 
which so many of the present na- 
tional committeemen hold § their 
places only increases the strength 
with which we now assail - the 
course which they are pursuing. 

As a result of the primaries and 
conventions substantially one- 
third of the members of the pres- 
ent National Committee have fail- 
ed to get in the confidence of their 
constituents and they will go out 
of office the day the convention 
adjourns. Yet these repudiated 
committeemen in deflance of the 
popular judgment already § ren- 
dered, are seeking to impose their 
peevish purpose upon the conven- 
tion, the party and the country. 

Certain facts are outstanding in 
the compilation of preconvention 
events. Chief among these is the 
demonstrated fact that three men 
have shown themselves to possess 
widespread and well founded pop-

ular support among Republicans. 
These men, in the order of their 
demonstrated strength, are Gen. 
Wood, Senator Johnson, and Her- 
bert Hoover. Except in his own 
State. Gov. Lowden has never suc- 
ceeded in running better than a 
poor third in any primary. This is 
not said in any derogation of any 
of Gov. Lowden’s many good qual- 
ities. It i¢ a plain statement of 
political fact to which the country

No Secrecy About Plans. 

There seems to be no secrecy 
.bout the National Committee- 
men’s plans. They think by their 
high-handed methods to remove 
from the Wood column a suffici- 
ent number of votes to the Low- 
den column to equalize the appar- 
ent strength of these two rivals on 
the first ballot. 

One hesitates to revive the 
harsh language of 1912, but there 
is only one word which can fitly 
characterize such procedure: and 
I refer inquisitve persons to the 
vocabulary of eight years ago to 
learn what that word is. 

Twice before in Republican his- 
tory have similar tactics been em- 
ployed. In 1892 at Minneapolis, no 
attention was paid to the merits 
of any contest and delegates were 
seated solely upon the basis of the 
common preference which they 
had with the national committee- 
men who awarded them their 
seats. Twenty years later similar 
tactics were pursued in Chicago— 
and a student of political history 
may find something worthy of re- 
flection if he will scan the election 
returns in those two years, so fatal 
to Republican hopes. 

It is true that the committee sits 
in the open with the paid agents 
of George W. Perkins and others 
freely circulating through the com- 
mittee rooms and whispering their 
darkening counsels into the ears 
of unsophisticated committeemen. 
With this exception the parallel is 
perfect. I strongly hope it will 
not be carried to the election, as 
it was eight and 28 years ago. 

Johnson and Hoover. 

TT am saying this, of course, 
chiefly because of my ardent in- 
terest in Gen. Wood's candidacy. 
But it all applies equally to Sena- 
tor Johnson and to Mr. Hoover, 
who, with Gen. Wood, have dem- 
onstrated the possession of popu- 
lar political support. I cannot tell 
how either Senator Johnson or 
Mr. Hoover would comment*upon 
the astounding arrogance of what 
is now taking place in the Coll- 
seum ante-rooms. But I know 
them well enough to know that 
they would not for a minute coun- 
tenance in their own behalf the 
high-handed usurpation which 
the National Committee is setting 
up, and they would be as quick as 
I to denounce it when practiced 
upon another. To this I can only 
add that the Wood strength plus 
the Johnson strength easily con- 
trols the convention, and while 
the National Committee may be 
too short-sighted to know that 
what they are doing in making 
a coalition of these two forces in- 
evitable, there are other people 
discerning enough to see it. 

After reading the statement I!s- 
sued by Senator Moses, Will Hays, 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, said: 

“T have nothing to say. Not a 
word. The action of the commit- 
tee, takenin open session, speaks 
for itself.
